1. Action codes are used to direct the Item Manager Wholesale Requisition Process (IMWRP) subsystem
to perform a specific process/function. Status codes (rp 65-66) are used to inform appropriate recipients
of the status of the processing of a requisition or excess report or the processing of related documents.
Note: Status forwarded to a customer does not necessarily correspond to the action code. Status codes,
both intra-Air Force and other services, will only be used to reflect information. This information may

require updating of records by the recipient but will never require initiation of further supply action
under the same document number.
